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Safety problems fixed at 
beef plant, XL Foods says 


Massive recall. 

Canadian Cattlemen’s 
Association says the 
beef industry and 
XL Foods will have to 
work to woo back 
wary consumers 


The owners of the Alberta 
plant behind a massive recall 
of beef products say they have 
fixed the problems that forced 
food-safety officials to shut the 
meat packer down over E. coli 
concerns. 

Brian Nilsson, co-CEO of XL 
Foods Inc., said the company 
welcomes Canadian Food In¬ 
spection Agency staff who 
were in Brooks on Tuesday for 
a pre-inspection of the plant 
that processes more than one- 
third of Canada’s beef 

“We have worked diligently 
to address all corrective ac¬ 
tions,” Nilsson said in a release. 

Problems cited by inspect¬ 
ors after the CFIA revoked the 
plant’s operating licence on 
Sept. 27 included management 
of E. cob risk, maintenance 
and sanitation. The United 
States stopped accepting ship¬ 


ments of beef from the com¬ 
pany on Sept. 13. 

^ Foods also made refer¬ 
ence to people who have be¬ 
come sick from eating beef, 
but did not directly mention 
the 11 people in four provinces 
who were infected by a strain 
of E. coli that has been linked 
to the plant. 

“All the members of the XL 
commimity deeply regret the 
illnesses caused by the con¬ 
sumption of beef products,” 
the release said. “Our thoughts 
are with the affected people at 
this time.” 

Geny Ritz, the federal agri¬ 
culture minister, said the pre¬ 
inspection is only the first of 
several stages XL Foods must 
go through before the plant 
will be allowed to resume oper¬ 
ating. 

“We want to make sure that 
this is safe beyond reproach,” 
he said. “It will not be allowed 
to reopen imtil the Canadian 
Food Inspection Agency has 
confirmed that.” 

In recent weeks more than 
1,800 XL Foods products have 
been recalled across Canada 
along with more than 1.1 
milhon kilograms of beef ex¬ 
ported to the U.S. and 20 other 
countries.

Transportation committee. 
City council to decide on 
increase in parking fines 


Unlawful force. Police

Edmonton city coimcil’s trans¬ 
portation committee recom¬ 
mended Tuesday that a number 
of parking fines increase ef¬ 
fective Jan. 1, 2013. According 
to Coim. Don Iveson, aU of city 
coimcil will debate administra¬ 
tion’s recommendation next 
Wednesday. 

Proposed changes include 
hiking the fine for overstaying 
at a parking meter from $35 to 
$50 due to an increase in viola¬ 


tions. Other suggested fine in¬ 
creases include: from $50 to $75 
for parking in a no park zone, 
no stopping zone, restricted 
zone or without a required per¬ 
mit, as weU as an increase from 
$50 to $100 for parking a heavy 
vehicle in a residential area. 

A report indicates Edmon¬ 
ton’s fines are lower than many 
other cities. Changes could re¬ 
sult in a $2 million increase in

Starting Wednesday, Edmon¬ 
ton police will have an extra 
set of eyes on crime in the city. 

As part of a pilot project, 
officers will hit the streets 
with small personal cameras 
capturing their activities. 

The year-long pilot is 
meant to see how well the 
camera works in Edmonton’s 
weather, how good the video 
quality is and whether officers 
find them useful. 

“We are looking at all as¬ 
pects of that technology to 
see if it holds some value for 
police work,” said Supt. Ed 
Keller. 

Keller said officers are ex¬ 
pected to turn on the cameras 
an 5 ^ime they are investigat¬ 
ing a specific incident and 
an 3 Time it is safe to do so, but 
an officer’s notes and their

recollections will still be im¬ 
portant. 

“There may be something 
that isn’t picked up and it is 
still going to come down to 
the officer’s recollection,” said 
Keller. “This is just another 
tool.” 

Edmonton Police Asso¬ 
ciation president Sgt. Tony 
Simioni said front-line officers 
welcome the pilot, but are 
concerned about the expense. 

“If we keep chipping away 
at these exercises in transpar¬ 
ency at the expense of crime¬ 
fighting, we have a problem 
with that. But in terms of the 
overall concept of body-worn 
video, we are all behind it.”

A 30- to 60-year term. 

U.S. judge says sex 
beast betrayed trust 
of children and will 
end his days in prison 


Reviled ex-football icon Jerry 
Sandusky was sentenced 
Tuesday to at least 30 years 
in prison — effectively a life 
sentence. 


But he was defiant to the 
end in the child sexual-abuse 
scandal that brought shame 
to Penn State. 

“In my heart I know I did 
not do these ... disgusting 
acts,” he told a Pennsylvania 
court. 

He also gave a rambling 
statement in which he talked 
about his life in prison and 
the pain of being away from 
his family. 

“Fve forgiven, I’ve been 
forgiven,” he said. 


“Fve comforted others, 
Fve been comforted. Fve 
been kissed by dogs, Fve been 
bit by dogs. 

“Fve conformed, Fve also 
been different. Fve been me. 
Fve been loved, Fve been 
hated.” 

Three victims spoke, often 
fighting back tears. One 
looked Sandusky in the eyes 
at times. Two of the men ex¬ 
changed a long embrace after 
court was adjourned. 

The 68-year-old former 


Penn State assistant coach 
was found guilty in June of 45 
counts of child sexual abuse, 
convicted of molesting 10 
boys over a 15-year period. 

“The tragedy of this crime 
is that it’s a story of betrayal. 
The most obvious aspect is 
your betrayal of 10 children,” 
Judge John Cleland said. 

The judge also said he 
expects Sandusky to die in 
prison. 

The ex-coach plans to ap¬ 
peal.

Extreme athlete Felix Baum¬ 
gartner cancelled his planned 
death-defying 37-kilometre 
free fall Tuesday because of 
high winds. 

It was the second time this 
week he has been forced to 
postpone his quest to be the 
first supersonic skydiver. 

The former military para¬ 
chutist from Austria had 
planned to ride a pressur¬ 
ized capsule carried aloft by 
a 55-storey, ultra-thin helium 
balloon into the stratosphere, 
and then jump in a specially 
designed suit. 

Because the balloon is 
so delicate, it can only take 
flight if winds are 2 m.p.h.

IMF forecasts weaker 
growth for world economy 


The United Nations now says 
its 2009 headline-grabbing an- 
noimcement that one billion 
people in the world were him- 
giy was off-target and that the 
number is actually more like 
870 million. 

The UN Food and Agricul¬ 
ture Organization blamed 
flawed methodology and poor 
data for the bum projection, 
and said it now uses a much 
more accurate set of param¬ 
eters and statistics to calcu¬ 
late its annual estimate of the 
world’s himgiy. 

FAO issued its 2012 state of 
food insecurity report on Tues¬ 
day, and its core point was to 


set the record straight about 
the number of the world’s 
imdemourished people, ap¬ 
plying the more accurate data 
retroactively back to 1990. 

And the good news, FAO 
said, is that the number of hun¬ 
gry people has actually been 
declining steadily over the past 
two decades, although progress 
has slowed since the 2007-08 
food crises and the global eco¬ 
nomic downturn. 

To be sure, 870 million hun¬ 
gry people is still far too many 
himgry people, said the heads 
of the three UN food agencies 
in a forward to the report.

Sluggishness spreads. 

Quarterly update sees 
malaise expanding 
to more dynamic 
emerging economies 


Plagued by imcertainty and 
fresh setbacks, the world econ¬ 
omy has weakened further and 
will grow more slowly over the 
next year, the International 
Monetaiy Fund says in its latest 
forecast. 

Advanced economies are 
risking recession while the eco¬ 
nomic malaise is spreading to 
more dynamic emerging econ¬ 
omies such as China, the inter¬ 
national lending organization 
says in a quarterly update of its 
World Fconomic Outlook. 

The IMF forecasts that the 
world economy will expand 
3.3 per cent this year, down 
from its estimate of 3.5 per 
cent growth issued in July. Its 
forecast for growth in 2013 is 
3.6 per cent, down from 3.9 per 
cent three months ago and 4.1 
per cent in April. 

For the United States, the 
IMF raised its growth forecast 
slightly, to 2.2 per cent this year 
from two per cent in July. For

“Domestic demand — both 
business investment and pri¬ 
vate consumption — has been 
supported by exceptionally fa¬ 
vourable financing conditions, 
including low interest rates and 
credit availability,” the IMF said. 

“These factors, along with 
the commodity boom, have 
also boosted the housing sec¬ 
tor, especially in provinces with 
strong mining activity.”

to head out to the pumpkin 
patch and interview some 

farmer who was trying to grow the world’s largest pump¬ 
kin. 

It was some pumpkin, all right. About 900 pounds. 
That’s a lot of pie. 

He was getting ready to haul it to the World’s Largest 
Pumpkin Olympics, or something like that. Sadly, he was 
defeated by his arch rival who managed to coax an extra 
few pounds out of his giant gourd. 

Since then, the record has been eclipsed annually, and 
this year, the world-record pumpkin passed the magic 
one-ton barrier (imperial measurement, please; these guys 
are traditionalists), as the pride and joy of Rhode Island 
farmer Ron Wallace weighed in at 2,009 pounds. 

That’s more than twice as much pie. 

While pumpkin pundits debate the upper limit and 
wonder if there is one, it’s time to stand back and ask the 
obvious question: Who cares? 

Well, this is not a question you ask around the HQ of 
the World Pumpkin Confederation or the Yugoslav Gourd 
Lovers Society, and certainly not at the 1100 Club, populat¬ 
ed exclusively by guys who have broken the 1,100-pound 
barrier. 

Frankly, only its grower could love a giant pumpkin. 
After all, it just sits there, spilling over the scale like Jabba 
the Hut. It bears no resemblance to those satisfying sym¬ 
metrical squashes that you cluster across your doorstep. 
Those are grown by interior designers with bow ties. 
Hipster pumpkins. 

No, growing a one-ton pumpkin is horticultural brute 
force. You can literally watch them getting larger: 40-50 
pounds a day during peak growing season. It takes up to 
160 days to grow one of these babies, so you have to start 
them indoors. And in the fall, when the threat of early 
frost increases, you’ll spend your nights in the patch with 
your great pumpkin, trying to prevent a pumpkin freezie. 
Like Linus, from Peanuts. 

Everything has to be just so: soil, fertilizer, water, dis¬ 
ease and pest control, not to mention the correct amount 
of shade and sunlight. 

Of course, Ron Wallace, who also grew the world’s 
biggest in 2006 (a 1,502-pounder), keeps his technique 
top-secret, which leads you to wonder if Ron’s growing his 
pumpkins around a giant lead weight. 

There’s more at stake here than mere bragging rights 
around the Hot Stove League. Wallace has wrested the 
world title away from Canadians Jim and Kelsey Bryson 
from Ormstown, Que., who grew an 1,818.5-pounder in 
2011. 

For one brief shining moment, Canada and giant pump¬ 
kins were synonymous. 

And, if we adjust the pH balance and the calcium 
content, 2013 pounds in 2013 is in our grasp! Be like Linus 
and believe. And keep your fork, because whatever else 
happens, there will be pie.

A stone’s throw away 


Andent spider 
attack fossilfound 

Scientists have discovered 
an amazing prehistoric 
fossil of a spider about to 
devour a wasp caught in 
its web. 

The preserved event 
took place in the Hu- 
kawng Valley of Myanmar 
in the Early Cretaceous 
period between 97-110 
million years ago, a time 
when almost certainly 
dinosaurs were roaming 
nearby, scientists say.

How tree resin

The tree resin that forms 
amber is renowned for its 
ability to flow over flora and 
fauna, preserving them in 
near perfection before it later 
transforms into a semi-pre¬ 
cious stone. 

At least 15 unbroken 
strands of spider silk run 
through the amber piece, and 
on some of these the wasp 
was trapped. This is the first 
fossil ever discovered of a 
spider attack, scientists note. 


100 


million years ago is the approxi¬ 
mate time when this spider-wasp 
encounter occurred. Spiders are 
ancient invertebrates that researchers 
believe date back some 200 million 
years, but the oldest fossil evidence 
ever found of a spider web is only 
about 130 million years old. A report 
about the discovery by Poinar and his 
team appears in the October edition 
of journal Historical Biology.

Director 
Don Siegel insisted the actors 
do their own stunts, but twice 
feared his stars had been lost 
to the strong currents of San 
Francisco Bay. 

Finally, in Escape from 
New York, the city is trans¬ 
formed into a giant max¬ 
imum-security prison. 

The twist is one of the 
prisoners is hired, after the 
President’s plane crashes, to 
get the Gommander-In-Ghief 
out safely.

The Finger Lakes region is a lesser-known haven for grape lovers

In tlie Finger Lakes region 
of upstate New York, there’s 
a growing excitement — lit¬ 
erally. Grapes! Wine grapes, to 
be more specific. The sloping 
hillsides, lake breezes and a 
steady summer sim have al¬ 
ways provided the picturesque 
Finger Lakes region with a 
healthy grape-growing climate. 
But imtil recently, the land was 
primarily used to grow local 
Concord grapes that were sold 
to juice companies. 

In recent years, younger 
generations have taken over 
the family farms and begim ex¬ 
perimenting with wine grape 
varietals. MMe the yield can 
be more profitable, the ardu¬ 
ous and artistic process is all 
the more intensive and comes 
with a higher risk factor. But 
with continued growth and 
a respected product that has 
gained praise and earned priz¬ 
es all over the world, the shift 
seems to be working. Now with 
109 wineries, the Finger Lakes 
have helped make New York 
the third largest wine producer 
in America. 

Even though the area is 
known for its Cabernet francs, 
chardonnays, pinot noirs and 
ice wines, it’s riesling that 
reigns supreme. With a climate 
similar to its German origins, 
the varietal has foimd a second 
home here. Ranging from dry 
to sweet, each vineyard in the 
area produces at least one style 
of Riesling — some make sev¬ 
eral — and many have won 
worldwide Gold Medal hon-

With a wine trail marked by 
road signs, vineyard tours and 
tasting rooms, tourism in the 
Finger Lakes is increasing. And 
with several wineries adding 
inns and high-end restaurants 
to their properties, many are 
calling the Finger Lakes the 
next Napa Valley. Vineyard 
owners in the area, however, 
are quick to point out a monu¬ 
mental difference — a unified 
sense of community. Here it’s 


camaraderie, not competition, 
since in this region the vineyard 
owner is often the farmer, the 
marketer, the salesman and 
sometimes even the deliv- 
er 3 mian. “If someone needs a 
forklift, we let them borrow 
ours,” says Ted Marks, proprie¬ 
tor of Atwater Vineyards. “And 
they would do the same for us. 
People come from all over the 
world to work here and can’t 
believe that we want to help 
each other succeed. We do what 
we do well. And we do it with¬ 
out pretension.”

Some couples celebrate their 
anniversaiy with a horse-drawn 
carriage ride.

A 
few even jet off to Las Vegas 
and renew their vows in front 
of Elvis.

The Segway, first introduced 
a decade ago as an alternative 
mode of personal transporta¬ 
tion, is getting a new life at 
a growing number of resorts 
around the world. For those not 
familiar with the two-wheeled 
electric vehicle, it works like 
this: Lean forward to move for¬ 
ward. Lean backward to go in 
reverse. Move the handlebars, 
and it turns left or right. 

The device never quite took 
off as an everyday way to get 
around, but it has foimd a niche 
replacing city walking tours 
and helping security guards 
patrol local shopping malls. 
And now hotels with sprawling 
groimds are finding the Seg¬ 
way to be a great way to show 
guests aroimd their properties.

NINE IMPORTANT 
CONSIDERATIONS TO 
PONDER BEFORE YOU 
DECIDE TO ADOPT A PET 


“When you get a pet, it’s like you are 
inviting a new member into your family,” 
says Michael Sullivan, executive direc¬ 
tor, Humane Society of Canada. Here are 
nine important considerations before your 
family makes the commitment. 

1 C0ST. According to Sullivan, a cat or 
dog costs on average $1,500 per year 
(for the initial spay or neuter, vaccina¬ 
tions, food and other health costs). Exotic 
pets may be inexpensive but their ongoing 
needs will add up, too. 

2 LIFESPAN. Be aware that a cat can live 
up to 20 years, explains Dr. Jean Gau- 
vin, a small animal practitioner in Lachine, 
Que., and vice-president of the Canadian 
Veterinary Medical Association, while a 


small dog can live about 12 years, a parrot 
more than 30, a rabbit 12, and a hamster 
may live four years. 

3 SCHEDULE. Dogs, especially puppies, 
require a lot of your time for training 
and daily walks. Cats are easier because 
they don’t need training outside of litter 
training. Most exotic pets (gerbils, rep¬ 
tiles, fish, and birds) will need daily care. 

4 LIFESTYLE. If you are active, an active 
dog breed makes sense. But what will 
you do if you are someone who travels a 
lot? Gauvin says for shorter jaunts, a cat 
and exotic animal may be easier to leave or 
have looked after. 

5 FUR. If someone in the family is al¬ 
lergic, consider a poodle or other non¬ 


shedding dog, says Gauvin. Or consider a 
lizard or snake. 

6 SPACE. A small dog or cat might be best 
suited for a condominium or apartment 
while a Great Dane might better suit a 
home in the country. Exotic pet cages and 
aquariums will need a dedicated place in 
your home, too. 


GETTING YOUR PET 

If you don’t purchase a full bred 
animal from a reputable breeder, 
adopt an animal from a shelter, rescue 
group, humane society or local pound. 


7 FOOD. Sixty per cent of what you spend 
on a dog will be for food. Consider that 
a rabbit needs fresh vegetables while a cat 
is happy with canned food. Some exotic 
pets need special food — snakes eat mice 
while lizards love crickets. 

8 EXPERIENCE. If this is your first pet, do 
your research, says Sullivan. Some 
dog breeds are easier to manage than 
others. For example, border collies need 
to be kept busy while a Shih Tzu doesn’t. 
Cats are more self sufficient, says Sullivan. 
Most birds need time out of their cages. 

9 AGE. If you get a puppy or kitten, you 
will have more work to do in the first 
year. A young adult dog or cat is less work 
— and you are saving an animal life.

The Edmonton Humane Society (EHS) is 
an essential first stop for anyone consid¬ 
ering a pet. Dogs, cats and small animals 
like rabbits, guinea pigs — even reptiles 
and birds — are up for adoption at the 
spacious, welcoming site in northwest 
Edmonton. 

Shawna Randolph, EHS spokesperson, 
said people can get caught up in the emo¬ 
tion of a pet purchase, seeing an online ad 
that says “free to a good home,” but not 
thinking of the money and time they will 
have to spend to spay or neuter and take 
the pet to the vet. At the EHS, adoption 
counsellors are part of the process, mak¬ 
ing sure the animal is a fit for everyone in 
the home. 

“We’re all about completing families,” 
she said. 

The EHS is also all about caring for 
every animal that comes to them, so an 
adoption is taken seriously. Each family 
member has to meet the potential pet, 
including other family dogs. 

Counsellors spend time talking to 
people about their lifestyle, family struc¬ 
ture and time commitment — sometimes 
people come in for a dog and leave with

another pet entirely, said Randolph. 

And there’s peace of mind with an 
adoption from EHS. The fee includes 
spay or neutering surgery, microchipping, 
first set of vaccines, a vet check and even 
collar ID. Cats are also screened for two 
serious diseases. 

Adoption prices vary for dogs by age 
and size, from $85 to $265, and $315 for 
a new puppy. Adult cats cost $130. 

“The EHS has up to 200 animals avail¬ 
able on any given day,” said Randolph. 
“And the adoption fee goes back into help¬ 
ing care for 14,000 animals each year.”

Technology. Sustainability. 
Mobility. Those are the top 
three reasons now is a real¬ 
ly exciting time for students 
and recent grads to start ca¬ 
reers in the oil and gas in¬ 
dustry, according to Cheryl 
Knight, executive director 
and CEO of Petroleum Hu¬ 
man Resources Council of 
Canada. 

Knight knows the indus¬ 
try better than most, so we 
asked her what she thinks 
the most exciting things 
about the petroleum sector 
are right now. 

Technology 

“I think what I find most 
interesting is how much of 
a role technology is playing 
in creating changes in the 
industry,” she says. “Chan¬ 
ges including how the work 


is done, how the production 
of oil and gas happens, and 
what the jobs are. We are 
seeing that technology and 
being technology proficient 
is really an important part 
of the industry.” 

She cites the develop¬ 
ment of Alberta’s oil sands 
as an example: In past, oper¬ 
ations in the oil sands were 
primarily mining — large 
shovels would dump the oil 
sand into trucks to be taken 
to be crushed and processed 
into oil. This method is slow 
and inefficient, and can 
only extract oil sand up to 
75 metres below ground. 

Today, more than 80 per 
cent of oil sands develop¬ 
ment uses in-situ drilling 
— a thermal technology 
known as steam assisted 
gravity drainage (SAGD). 
The high-tech SAGD process 
allows petroleum producers 
to access reserves that are 
much deeper in the earth 
and recover a higher per¬ 
centage of the oil contained 
in the sand. 

“The reason [the oil 
sands] is growing so big is 
because of the technology,” 
Knight says. 

Another example is the 
use of directional drilling 



and hydraulic fracturing.

to use one very expensive, 
highly technologically-ad¬ 
vanced rig and rig pad, re¬ 
ducing the surface impact,” 
she says. “You have one rig 
that spends a lot of time 
drilling in a variety of dir¬ 
ections while it stays in the 
same place. The rig doesn’t 
move.” 

All of this high-tech 
equipment requires spe¬ 
cialized technicians, tech¬ 
nologists and skilled trades¬ 
people to build, operate and 
maintain it, creating many 
new jobs for people with 
the most up-to-date educa¬ 
tion and technical skills.

concerned about things like 
carbon emissions and water 
consumption,” she says. 
“It’s part of our industry — 
the environment is part of 
oil and gas.”

NHL lockout. Fehr says 
extended lockout could 
cause NHLPA to reassess 
playing under salary cap 


Donald Fehr expressed some 
hope that collective bargaining 
talks this week wiU help lead to 
some resolution. 

But he also made it clear in 
an hour-long meeting with the 
Torstar News Service editorial 
board that the longer the NHL 
lockout lasts, the less happy the 
players wiU be playing imder a 
salary cap. 

“ff this goes on for an ex¬ 
tended period of time, I don’t 
know what they (the players) 
are going to do. But I think it’s 
safe to say, they would be ex¬ 
ploring all options,” said Fehr. 

He added the players can 
live with a salaiy cap if an agree¬ 
ment can be reached quicldy. 

“Where the players are, they 
want to make a deal,” Fehr said. 
“Even though the owners’ pro¬ 
posal went as far away from 
the players as they could, the 
players did not respond in kind. 
They made a proposal which 
moved in the owners’ direction, 
ff there can be an agreement in 
a relatively short term, which 
puts the pieces back together 
and gets the season going, I 
think the players can live with 
that.” 

Fehr fell short of calling for 
the salaiy cap to be scrapped 
outright — something that 
would put the NHL and the 
players further apart. But it was 
a reminder to commissioner 
Gary Bettman and the owners 
— on the eve of new talks with 
the league on non-core eco¬ 
nomic issues — that things can 
get ugly in a hurry. 

“1 hope we can continue to 
make some progress on what 
we call the non-core economic 
issues and 1 hope we can have 
discussions that can spark a 


new roimd of significant talks 
on the core economic issues,” 
said Fehr. 

NHL deputy commissioner 
Bill Daly said the league has 
heard the association’s threats 
related to the salaiy cap before. 

“Ultimately, it’s their call,” 


Daly said in an email to Torstar 
News Service. “Hopefully, we 
all want a quicker resolution to 
this negotiation than a longer 
one. How the PA ultimately de¬ 
cides to deal with that issue will 
be very telling.”

MacLean promotes CPR after neai>death scare

Brett MacLean was in the prime 
of his life. 

Just 23 years old and com¬ 
ing off a 25-goal season in the 
American Hockey League, Mac- 
Lean was working towards a 
full-time spot with the Phoenix 
Coyotes tMs summer when he 
joined some friends in Owen 
Soimd, Ont., for a pickup game. 

Little did he know, it would 
be the last time he pulled on 
skates as a professional. 

“I remember going to the 
arena and going on the ice and 
that’s it,” MacLean said. “1 guess 
40 minutes in I made a pass and 
just collapsed.” 

He was experiencing sudden 
cardiac arrest. In top physical 


shape, and with no histoiy of 
heart disease, MacLean’s life 
himg in the balance. 

Fortunately for MacLean, 
two fellow players performed 
CPR imtil a local firefighter 
could retrieve the arena’s auto¬ 
matic external defibrillator — 
better known as an AED — and 
shock him back to life. 

“I was lucly 2 ,” said MacLean. 
“It just kind of shows that it can 


happen to anyone.” 

The miracle that saved 
his hfe was accompanied by 
news that he’d have to end his 
hockey career. With the cause 
of MacLean’s cardiac arrest un¬ 
known, doctors inserted an im¬ 
plantable cardiac defibrillator, 
which will monitor his heart 
for abnormalities and prevent 
him from participating in con¬ 
tact sports. 


However, MacLean had 
vowed to turn his experience 
into something positive before 
he was even discharged from 
hospital. 

He made contact with the 
Heart and Stroke Foundation 
and took part in the laimch 
of the charity’s new aware¬ 
ness campaign last week in 
downtown Toronto. Just three 
months on from a life-altering 
event, he’s willing to speak 
openly about what he went 
through. 

“I’m looking at the bright 
side,” he said. “If I can help 
other people in the future 
then it’s all worth it.”

unveiling that vehicle at 
a major auto show with a 
photogenic human accom¬ 
panying it on stage. 

The alternative would 
be to present a technical 
paper about the technolo¬ 
gies at an industry sympo¬ 
sium, the kind filled with 
large name badges, stale 
“urn” coffee and break-out 
sessions. 

Guess which communi¬ 
cation method gets the 
most attention? 

A case in point is the 
Peugeot Onyx, the concept 
that stole the spotlight at 
the recent 2012 Paris auto 
show. 

Peugeot could have 
just told us about the 
technological areas they’re 
currently working on, 
like... making vehicles look 
like they’ve been hand¬ 
crafted by metalwork arti¬ 
sans... gaining lightness 
through carbon fibre... de¬ 


veloping sporty and fuel- 
efficient diesel engines... 
capturing and re-deploying 
a car’s kinetic energy... 
And trying to build vehicles 
with more recyclable ma¬ 
terials. 

All that sounds good, 
but the Peugeot Onyx looks 
even better. The doors and 
front fenders are fashioned 
from pure copper, by hand, 
by a master craftsman. 

Being copper, the 
metal’s appearance will 
change over time. The rest 
of the body panels are car¬ 
bon fibre, painted black. 

The carbon fibre chas¬ 
sis features less individ¬ 
ual parts than normal. 
This “monolithic” design 
furthers both stiffness 
and lightness; it tips the 
scales just over 100 kg (220 
pounds). 

Mounted mid-ship is 
Peugeot Sport’s 3.7-litre 
diesel V8, a version of 
which sees duty in the auto¬ 
maker’s Le Mans racers. 
It transmits 600 hp to the 
rear wheels via a six-speed 
sequential gearbox. 

The Hybrid4 technology 
recovers kinetic energy 
usually lost during brak¬ 
ing, by storing it in lithium 


batteries, then automatic¬ 
ally delivering it during 
acceleration, boosting 
power by a further 80 
horses. 

The main material in 
the interior is wool felt. 
The wool felt is formed as a 
one-piece pod — we’re talk¬ 
ing bucket seats, floor, up¬ 
per console, and roof! 

The pod is fitted directly 
against the carbon fibre 
structure, and even does 
double-duty as soundproof¬ 
ing material. 

In places where it con¬ 
tacts the body, there is ex¬ 
tra foam. 

The dashboard and part 
of the console are con¬ 
structed of old newspapers, 
or more precisely, old 
newspapers compressed 
under great pressure to 
form “logs.” 

Apparently the logs 
seem to have a “grain” to 
them, and on closer inspec¬ 
tion you can see that the 
grains are created by the 
newspaper’s printed type. 

The Peugeot Onyx is eye 
candy, yes, but like a lot of 
automotive concepts it is 
very healthy eye candy — 
the kind with real fibre, 
protein, and nutrients.

It might surprise you to 
know that very little of 
your gasoline’s energy — 
only about 15 per cent — is 
actually used to move the 
car forward. In addition to 
such things as wasted heat, 
idling, and aerodynamic 
drag, your tires are also 
chewing up your fuel. 


“Twenty per cent of the 
energy consumption on a 
car is to overcome the tires’ 
rolling resistance,” says 
Ron Margadonna, senior 
technical marketing man¬ 
ager for Michelin North 
America. “It’s not the lar¬ 
gest — aerodynamic drag 
is larger - but it’s a signifi¬ 
cant energy that you have 
to overcome.” 

Minimizing this friction 
has long been a factor in 
the design of most tires, but 
rising fuel prices and tight¬ 
er government fuel econ¬ 
omy standards are making 
low rolling resistance (LRR) 
even more important with 
tire manufacturers. 

The major challenge is 
that tires involve a num¬ 
ber of attributes, including 
tread wear longevity, road 
noise, and traction when 


braking or on wet roads. 
Manufacturers who con¬ 
centrate too much on one 
attribute will compromise 
the others. 

In some cases, trade-offs 
are acceptable: someone 
who buys an extremely 
“sticky” tire for high-per¬ 
formance handling on a 
race track knows that this 
tire will wear quickly, for 
example. However, most 
consumers want tires that 
balance these attributes. 
Tire makers use special 
rubber compounds, tire 
construction, and tread pat¬ 
terns to maximize the tire’s 
performance, including its 
fuel efficiency. 

“The key is managing 
that energy as the tire de¬ 
forms through its revolu¬ 
tion, so there are advanced 
polymers that we’re using,” 


Things to note 


• Inflation. No matter what 
tire you buy, proper infla¬ 
tion is the key to maximum 
fuel savings, tread life and 
performance. Check your 
tire pressure once a month. 


• New breed. Within a few 
years new tires will be sold 
with easy-to-understand 
labels that will rate their 
fuel efficiency, tread wear 
and safety for wet traction. 


Margadonna says. “Comfort 
and noise levels have been 
improved in low rolling 
resistance tires.” Michelin 
uses a “Green X” logo on 
the sidewalls of its tires 
that use these fuel-saving 
technologies.

The common belief is that 
something won’t last very 
long unless it’s created in a 
lab. That might always be the 
case, but the source material 
for such parts is quite hterally 
in a hquid state. 

Cars with bodies and parts 
made from seaweed and pow¬ 
ered by biofuel derived from 
algae and saltwater could be 
the wave of the future if a 
couple of companies have any¬ 
thing to say about it. 

Toyota has an ultrahght, 
super-efficient plug-in hybrid 
vehicle featuring a bioplastic 
body made from seaweed. 
According to the company, it 
could be available inside of 15 
years. 

Automakers are look¬ 
ing for ways to increase the 
amount of plastic parts in cars 
as a means to reduce weight 
and production emissions. To¬ 
day, steel is still thought to be 
the best material to crank out 
cars, but the use of plastic is 
quickly gaining ground. 

Even luxury automakers 
such as BMW and Mercedes- 
Benz use more plastic in their 
vehicles than ever before ... 
and that trend looks like it’s 
continuing. Demand for bio¬ 
plastics is expected to hit $100 
billion within a couple of 
years, according to a 2009 USA 
Today story. 

One snag, however, is that 
most plastics today still trace 
their roots to petroleum. 
Conventional petroleum- 
based plastic products don’t 
do much to alleviate North 
America’s dependence on oil, 
not to mention the associated 
economic, environmental and 
geo-political problems that 
come along for the ride.

New Toyota i-X project manager Tetsuya 
Kaida, on utilizing Japan’s large coastline to 
fuel Toyota's new idea for a vehicle partly 
made from seaweed. 


That’s some of the think¬ 
ing behind Toyota’s green vi¬ 
sion for the future and the 1/X 
Concept, so named because its 
“carbon footprint” is claimed 
to be a fraction of that of other 
cars. 

While not totally new - the 
1/X Concept made its public 
debut at the 2007 Tokyo Mo¬ 
tor Show - this “environment¬ 
ally considerate” hybrid is an 
interesting spinoff on the ori¬ 
ginal concept. 

About the same general 
size as Toyota’s current Prius 
gas-electric hybrid, the revised 
1/X still combines a home- 
rechargeable lithium-ion 
battery pack with a 0.5-htre 
flexible-fuel engine in a drive 
system that’s about 25 per 
cent of the Prius’s powertrain. 

A very strong carbon fiber- 
reinforced plastic (CFRP) 
frame contributes to the car’s 
light 926-pound curb weight, 
less than one-third of the 
Prius. 

But the 1/X Concept’s most 
noteworthy attribute can be 
seen in bioplastic body panels 
derived from seaweed. “We 
used lightweight carbon fiber 
in the frame for its superior 
collision safety,” project man¬ 
ager Tetsuya Kaida said of 
the 1/X. “But that material is 
made from oil. In the future. 
I’m sure we will have access to 
new and better materials such 
as those made from plants, 
something natural. 

“In fact, I want to create 
such a vehicle from seaweed 
because Japan is surrounded 
by the sea.” 

Kaida added that the 1/X 
Concept “points the way to¬ 
ward a much more sustain¬ 
able relationship between 
humans and the environ¬ 
ment. It’s also a direction for 
a future Prius, two or three 
generations ahead of the cur¬ 
rent car.” 

Florida-based Algenol Bio¬ 
fuels, working in partnership 
with Dow Chemicals, has big 
plans to power such future 
cars with its proprietary algae- 
to-ethanol biofuel. 

T 3 q)ical corn-based ethanol 
has been criticized for strain¬ 
ing the world’s food supply, 
contributing to global warm¬ 
ing by encouraging the plow¬ 
ing of grasslands and consum¬ 
ing a substantial amounts the 
annual U.S. corn crop. 

The Algenol approach 
solves those problems by 
producing its ethanol fuel 
without occup 3 dng arable 
land or consuming feedstocks 
needed for human or animal 
consumption, a conflict that 
has been in the news many 
times this summer due to 
drought-ravaged crop 5 delds. 
All it needs for production is 
seawater, sunlight and algae. 



The facts: Seaweed as a fuel 


• Algenol. This new fuel is 
made in bioreactors (read 
below) using seaweed and 
photosynthesis. It is etha¬ 
nol but it’s just produced 
in a much more environ¬ 
mentally sound way than 
actual ethanol which has 
been criticized for deplet¬ 
ing food stocks through its 
production. 


• Algae bioreactors. These are 
50 -foot-long by five-feet-wide 
troughs covered with flexible 
plastic and filled with about 
1,000 gallons of saltwater. The 
water is then saturated with 
carbon dioxide to encourage 
algae growth. 


• Ethanol vs Algenol compari¬ 
sons. Algenol touts 6,000 
gallons of ethanol per year 
per acre at a cost of less than 
$1 per gallon. By comparison,

corn produces about 370 gal¬ 
lons per year per acre while 
sugar cane accounts for about 
890 gallons per acre. 


• The future. With 139 million 
square miles of ocean cover¬ 
ing the earth's surface, and 
containing a volume of some 
329 million cubic miles, there 
looks to be no shortage of 
future fuels from this promis¬ 
ing process.
